ERGOT FUNGUS 
SLAYS PEASANTS 


Death and Suffering Reign 
Throughout Whole Rus- 
sian Province. 


St. Petersburg, December 26.—Dis- 
patches from the province of Tomsk say 
that every tenth peasant is suffering from 
poisoning. 

The calamity {s due to the ergot fungus 
which this year Was more frequent than 
ever before in the rye, the chief food 
stuff in the country. The ergot is a para- 
sitic fungus that, intreduced regularly in- 
to the human system, may produce acute 
poisoning and death. 


Only One-Third Harvest. 

That notwithstanding, the peasants 
bake it up with the corn, as the paucity 
of the harvest compels them to make 
bread of anything half-way § eatable. 
Over a hundred peasantar are dead from 
eating this poiisoned bread, and the rest 
suffer great agonies, The government 
physicians say that if the eating of pois- 
oned bread continues, 60 per cent of the 
rural population would be wiped out dur- 
ing the winter, 

The czar, alarmed by the news, ordered 
the government to buy up all the corn 
mixed with ergot at a high price. This 
is now being done, and it is hoped that 
thus some of the evil effects ef the im- 
pending famine may be averted.

IN A TWENTIETH CENTURY CITY 


Progressive New Orleans Cherishes Its Old French 
Market--A Showsplace of the City, Patronized 
by Rich and Poor--Quaint Customs. 


EW ORLEANS, December 26.— 
N (Special.)—Probably the quaintest 
building in the United States ts 
the old French market in New Orleans. 


building—an institution, unique among 
the market places of America. In it, ac- 
cording to popular opinion, are found a 
greater variety of products than can be 
noted in any other place in this country; 
and it is unquestionably true that no- 
where else within such # smal] compass 
can one discover so great a variety of 
Nationalities, languages @nd quaint cus- 
toms. The flower girls, the old crones, 
the French villagers, the swarthy sons 
of Gascony and Sicily—al] are there 
framed fn a stage setting that suggests 
a blending of tte sets in the “Chimes of 
Normandy,” “Carmen” and the Cavalle- 
ria Rusticana.” 

A kaleidoscope of sights and a Babel 
of sounds it al] is, to be sure! In this 
age of realistic stage effects, an ever- 
lasting fortune awaits the manager who 
succeeds in reproducing it. As a study 
in animation, in “color” and in group- 
ings, the French market fs unique, Eng- 
lish, French, Spanish and [Italian lan- 
guages in all degrees of purity and im- 
purity mix with the various “lingoes’”’ of 
the gulf coast folk to make a confusion 
of sounds that is demoralizing to unac- 
customed ears. Here is a truly surprising 
mixture of nationalities. Within a few 
steps of where one stands are stalls pre- 
sided over by Germans, Frenchmei, 
Chinamen, Hindoos, Jews, Englishmen, 
Irishmen, Malays, Spaniards, American 
Indians, Moors, Itallans, Mexicans, Cu- 
Sans, Creoles as well as Africans of all 
shades and blends, from the simon pure 
negro, black as ebony, doWN to the near- 
ly white quadroon and the ocforoon. 

If you would gee the French market 
at its best you should visit it Sunday 
morning, the earlier the better. Sunday 
is the great shopping day of New Or- 
leans as regards the buying of market 
supplies, Hours before sunrise the own- 


ers of the various stalls rush to the mar- | 


ket and get their wares in readiness for 
the early trade, which is always the 
heaviest. By 6 o’clotk the people begin 
to pour in and haggling and shouting 
of wares begins and lastg untill I! o’clock 
when the market !s closed for the day, 
No visit to New Orleans is ever consid- 
ered to be complete without a trip to 
“the ‘market’ and the residents them- 
selves apparently never tire of Inspecting 
their great show place. On Sunday 
mornings the street cars are usually 
crowded with fashionably dressed people 
from the uptown section on thelr way 
to the market for a cup of the famous 
Creole drip coffee. which is popularly 
supposed to taste better there than else- 
where in the city. 

But not to see the sights alone do the 
fadhionables go to the French market. 
It is a feature of New Orleans’ social 
life, that the “best people” in the city

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districts. When it was built, in 1813, ft 
was but a few moments’ walk from the

The “American invasion” first affected 
the outskirts of the city, and in the 
course of time the better Creole families 
followed the Americans, leaving the 
neighborhood in which the market is 
situated to newcomers from 
t when they went they carried their 
lleglance to the old market with them, 
and gradually the “Americans” them- 
selves learned that it was only at the 
French market squalid enough though’ 
its surroundings were, that the best and 
daintiest edibles were to be procured. + 
Meantime as the city increased in size, 
the street car systems grew apace: but 
there were many of them and the old 
market found itself handicapped through 
lack of transfer facilities in competing 
for the up-town trade. A year or two 
ago,Chowever, all lines were merged into 
one and transfers were issued from all 
parts of the city to that section of the 
French: quarter containing the market. 
As an immediate result business at the 
old stand at once began to pick up, 
though the improvement: was not due 
to the issuance of free transfers alone. 
The consolidation of the various lines 
had brought about a better service.

found that they got down town much 
quicker than before. A trip tothe 
French market no longer occupied too 
much of their time.

HOW TO INCREASE COTTON PRODUCTION 


NOTHER short crop, with the price 
A of the fleecy staple constantly ad 

vancing, brings the ‘question home 
to every southern’ farmer, “How can I 
increase my crop next year?’ 

The past season saw very nearly the 
limit reached so far as acreage is con- 
cerned. Our farmers planted al! they 
could, and mafty of them more than they 
could cultivate properly. In spite of the 
increase in acreage, however, the crop 
Is shorter than last year, The bol] wec- 
vil, a late spring, summer drought, and an 
early frost have contributed to cut down 
the yleld. The supply is not equal to 
the increasing demand, and we do not 
know that it will be next year. Clearly, 
a still further increased acreage will not 
do it. Furthermore, we cannot greatly 
increase the acreage, if we would, for we 
have not the labor with which to do the 
work, 

The only Sure way to increase the size 
of the cotton crop in 1904 is to increase 
the yleld per acre; and we can do this 
by better preparation of this land and 
an increased use of fertilizer. You can 
begin this preparation now. Start your 
plows whenever the land is dry enough

It would -be folly to abandon such a ro- 
tation in order to plant more cotton, 
for fertility of the land must always be 
of first importance te the successful 
farmer. In this article, however, woe are 
trying to point out how best to increase 
next season's cotton crop, and must 
take the land as we find it. While it 
is undoubtedly better farming to first 
build up the land in order to make a big 
crop, still, this takes time, for which 
in the present inStance, we cannot wait. 

An increase in the amount of fertilizer 
used per acre will increase the crop, we 
know. for we have tried ft. We also 
know that it will yield a handsome mar- 
gin of profit. In 1900 we made, with 200 
pounds of fertilizer per acre, 375 pounds 
of lint cotton, while where we applied 
600 pounds of fertilizer per acre we made 
506 pounds of lint. Here 300 pounds of 
additional fertilizer made an increase 
of 125 pounds of lint cotton, which is 
worth at present prices about om 2 
will cost no more to cultivate an acre 
where the larger amount of fertilizer is 
It gives a much larger margin of 
profit and is in our opinion the most 
practical way to increase the crop. If 
you will look around we think you will 
admit that the farmers who prepared 
their land best and used the gost fer- 
tilizer made the most cotton the past 
season.

This after cultiva- 
tion is just as important as the prepara- 
tion. We must learn to cultivate our 
crops to make them grow and not simply 
to kill grass.

The reason why Lackawanra and Lake

is plain. These companies are carning 
very much more than they pay in civi- 
dends and larger dividends are expected 
at some time.

This was notable chiefly 
because of the fact that loan expansion 
ir. the last weeks of the year is quite 
unusual, the banks generally being in 
no condition to extend liberal accommo- 
dation to borrowers until after the turn 
of the new year, The excellent reserve 
condition of the ingtitutions in the pre- 
vious week and the accumulation of funds 
11 the banks in anticipation of the dis- 
bursement of interes, and dividends im- 
mediately after the beginning of the year, 
doubtless encouraged liberal lending, 
Which will account for the above noted 
increase. Cash reserves increased kg the 
net aiount of $2,957,800, the speck gain 
being $3,264,800, while the legal tender 
loss was $307,000, ‘The increase in specie 
largely reflected payments fur imported 
Seid during the week. The deposits were

and in cash; hence the statement showed

Wholesale Graft System at 
Fameus Sevres Factory 
Exposed, 


Paris, December 26.—The parliamen- 
tary commission appointed to look into 
the grafting by ministers of state and 
other high officials wheréby the Sevres 
porcelain factory, which is property of 
the state, is annually robbed of a million 
frances or more, says the “prevailing con- 
ditions beat both Tammany and Russia.”’ 
Pay Their Bills with Sevres Porce- 

lain. 

The commission found what many of 
the ministers of state and other digni- 
taries, who are privileged to issue orders 
upon the state porcelain factory, do so to 
escape personal liability for debt. ‘‘When 
they engage opera singers or soubrettes 
to come to their house and do stunts 
for them and friends they hand the ladies 
more often than not ag order on the 
Sevres factory for a vase, diner set or 
anything they fancy. These persons 
afterwards sell th: precious porcelain so 
easily obtained to dealers, who, in this 
way, are avle to undersell the factory 
itself.

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TALES RECALLED TO MIN 
BY CHARLIE HILL’S JOKE 


By Dr. R. J. 


In his ‘‘Memorials."’ the late Judge 
Richard H. Clarke gives a humorous ac- 
eount of Hon. C. D. Hill's anecdote of the 
hickness of a darkey's skull. ‘his brings 
to mind two Morgan county antebellum 
reminiscences. 

In flustrating the thickness and hard- 
ness of the skulls of the descendants of 
Africa, Mr. Hil] says a negro man Was 
sitting in front of his house under a tree 
asleep; that he was doing some heavy 
nodding to the right, to the left and in 
front. A goat came sauntering along. 
and, looking at the nodding negro, he 
supposed he was challenging him for a 
fight. So he rose on his hind feet and 
gave the negro a butt in.the head, The 
effect simply was that the goat lay dead 
und the negro kept on sleeping and nod- 
ding. 

When I was a boy, an eccentric old man 
by the name of Robert McLendon, known 
to his friends as ‘‘Uncle Bobby’ McLen- 
Jon, owned an adjoining place to my 
father’s. Uncle Bobby had a pet ram, 
which he had taught many tricks—one 
was the old man would hold up an or- 
dinary maul, such as was in use at that 
time to maul rails with, and so maneuver 
It that the sheep would butt at it with als 
his vim. At first the maul was padded 
so as not to hurt the sheep’s head. The 
old gentleman gradually removed the 
padding so as to make the butt the 
harder. About the time old Uncle Bobby 
had trained the sheep to bring in some of 
his hard butting, he had a job to saw 
some wood. He Itmmediately placed the 
horse to saw the wood on in the identical 
spot that Le had been practicing the ram 
with the maul, only he reversed faces.

Mr. Hill's anecdote revives a story told 
of a young M. D. who graduated at the 
Medical College of Georgia in 1850. In his 
thesis an attempt was made to show the 
anatomical and physiological difference 
between the white and negro races.

culapius stated that the cranium of the, 


negro was harder than that of the white. 
That in fisticuffs between two white 
men, after a well-directed blow upon the 
head brought down the antagonist. But 
such blow upon a darkey’s cranium often 
resulted differently. One of his first, if 
not the very first, surgical case he was 
called to attend was that of the fracture 
of the right hand of an overseer who 
attempted to punish an obstreperous slave 
by striking him a heavy blow on the 
head with a naked fist. 

Among his friends the overseer met no 
sympathy, ‘‘for,” they said to him, 
“didn’t you know the way to ‘knock a 
nigger down’ was to look at him straight 
in the eye and kick him on the shin?’ 
“Never hit him tn the head with your 
fist. His head is too thick and wool too 
soft for such foolishness.” 


Confronted by Fact, Not Theory.

It was announced that the total mem- 
bership ig now 261, and the membefship 
since the society .was first organized has 
been 702. There is a balance of $1,202 
in the treasury. J. Varnum Abbott act- 
ed as toastmaster, and remarks were 
made by several prominent members. The 
life of the society is figured from June 
4, 1310, a date which appears in a small, 
time-yellowed book in which the first 
treasurer kept his accounts. It is thought, 
however, that its history goes back fur- 
ther, but, unfortunately, the clerk’s heok.. 
of record of ‘“‘ye early days” have »een 
lost or accidentally destroyed. In the 
early days catt'e and horse thieves in- 
fested the towns in and arotind Dedham 
and the farmers and others suffered 
greatly from thefr jepredations. Ar a re. 
Bult the live stock owners formed the #o- 
ciety. for their mutual protection. If an 
animal was stolen there was concerted 
action an the part of every member for 
the apprehension of the thief.

BRITISH COTTON SUPPLY 


(From The London Graphic.) 

Whatever be the outcome of the present 
cotton scare, the danger that our fore- 
snost industry must always be exposed 
to, so long as that industry is dependent 
upon one source of supply of the raw 
material, is again impressed upon us. 
The danger is intensified when the supply 
must come through a market which is 
handled by reckless speculators. Then, 
owing to many causes, the demand for 
our cotton goods fell off, while the price 
of raw ma&aterial rose. And now Mr. Maca- 
ra, chairman of the Master Cotton Spin- 


ners’ Federation, who is declared to be | ? 


‘optimistic’ in his view of the situation, 
says: “In spite of production being cur- 
tailed, good are not wanted. Our 
great market of India and China may not 
take so much as usual.” The loss to 
Lancashire of the crisis of I861-5 was 
estimated by Mr, Cobden at £10,000,000, 
and the working classes were described 
by him as brought down to “‘one sad level 
of destitution.’’ 

Our dependence upon the _ southern 
states for our cotton can be seen from 
the statistics of the imports of raw cot- 
ton for the ten months ending October, 
1900. Of a total of 2,478,110 bales 1!,828,- 
650, or nearly three-quarters, came from 
America. How disastrous are the results 
of even an attempt at a corner in the 
United States market was clearly seen 
last August, when cotton, which was 
needed badly in Lancashire, was shipped 
back from Liverpool purely for specula- 
tive reasons. Expert opinion in the United 
States views with disfavor the artificial 
changes in the price of cotton, due to 
corners and speculation in ‘‘futures.”’ 

We hear suggestions of making spec- 
ulating in ‘“‘futures’’ in cetton illegal, as 
Canada has done in the case of corn. 
There has also been a plan laid before 
the board of management of the New 
York cotton exchange to establish licens- 
ed ware houses in the south, cotton stored 
in which shall fulfill a New York con- 
tract as effectually as if stored in New 
York. A corner would mean not merely 
a corner of the New York market, but 
a corner of the entire south—a practically 
impossible fact. Whether this scheme is 
feasible, or how it would work, remains 
to be seen. To fulfill contracts at once, 
the stocks of actual cotton must be close 
to the market. The relation of “spot’’ 
cotton to ‘“‘futures’’ has been very con- 
cisely stated thus: ‘Stocks of ‘spot’ 
cotton are the bullion of which the note 
currency is the future contracts.’’ How 
far it would be possible to make dealing 
in “futures’’ illegal] without a prejudicial 
effect on the supply is doubtful, when the 
methods by which the planter and the 


spinner conduct their business are con-- 


sidered. From March, when he plants, 


to September, when he picks, the planter | 


has to undertake expenditure on labor, 
fertilizers, etc., all of which he obtains by 
advances on ‘“futures,”’ which is prefer- 
able to locking up his capital, which he 
wants for extension of cultivation area, 
irfigation, etc. Similarly the spinner buys 
“futures,” and sells them week by week 
as he buys spot cotton, rather than lock 
up capital in stocks of actual cotton. 
But the United States are more arm 
more consuming its own cotton supp'y. 
In 1893-4, with between 15,000,000 and 
16,000,000 spindles, nearly 2,500,000 bales 
were consumed in the states. Now, with 
20.000,000 spindles working, the consump- 
tion has risen to over four million bales: 
and the report for 1904 which has caused 
the present panic in New York estimates 
the crop at under ten million bales. Our 
remedy is obvious—to promote the culti- 
vation of cotton in our colonies and de- 
pendencies. The information that has 
been collected by the British Cotton 
Growing Association is most encouraging. 
In the report of the first year’s work 
of the association it is stated that there 
is an unlimited area of land in ovr ecolo- 
nies and dependencies suitable for the 
growth of cotton of various varieties. In 
the past we have neglected the raw ma- 
terial in the hurry to produce the manu- 
factured article. 
classes of cotton are often mixed and 
the quality has greatly deteriorated. The 
British Cotton Growing Association, tn 
a correspondence with the secretary of 
state for India, laid particular stress upon 
the necessity of a complete survey of the 
existing cottons of India, although the re- 


rport of J. W. Mollison, inspector general 


of agriculture, goes some way toward 
doing what the government of India 
should have done thirty years ago. There 
are millions of acres in the north suit- 
able for cotton growing if only sufficient 
labor were obtainable—a somewhat hope- 
less situation in view of the present pol- 
icy of the labor party. 

In British Guiana, until the middle of 
last century, there were 400 cotton es- 
tates, exporting 10,000,000 pounds an. 
nually. In the Leeward islands, the 
governor, Sir Geraid Strickland, has en- 
deavored to arrange with the colonial 
bank and with the Cotton Growers’ As- 
sociation for a system of loaiis on strict- 
ly commercial lines. There is land quite 
suitable for cotton going out of cultiva- 
tion and it is hoped that much may be 
reclagmed.

In the welter of Mman- 
ufacturing prosperity through which this 
country passed in the middle of the nine- 
teenth eentury such minor questions as 
the untilled regions of our mighty pos- 
sessions, with al! their infinite potential- 
ities, were naturally forgotten.

QUEER MIN 


FOUND IN HUMAN BLOOD 


T has sometimes peen figuratively 
| said of great conquerors and of other 

heroic figures in history that they 
had “iron in their blood’—a pretty figure 
which until within comparatively recent 
years nobody imagined to be a practical 
possibility. But as a matter of fact 
iron jn the blood, held there as a part of 
such minute particles of matter that ro 
microscope is powerful enough to reveal 
them, is not the unique property of he- 
roes, but belongs to all of us and simply 
constitutes one of the many so-éalled 
“colloidal substances,"’ now under inves- 
tigation by men of science on both sides 
of the water, and under examination in 
this city as one of the important prob- 


_lems of the special research laboratories 


of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Very little has yet been heard, 
Outside the laboratories, about these 
widely distributed colloids, for their 
study is still largely in its experimental 
stage. Sufficient has been accomplished, 
however, to open up a wide and interest- 
ing field of future possibilities. It is be- 
lieved indeed that the presence of these 
hitherto unsuspected little particles will 
throw new light upon many studies con- 
nected with the human body—such, for 
example, as the various functions of the 
nervous system in living organism; with 
the growth of various forms of plant 
life, and with the further development 
of several important commercial indus- 
tries. It has been discovered that the 
scientist, working In his laboratory, can 
produce very simple mineral and organio 
colloidal solutions, which have. however, 


| Properties similar to those of the eom- 


plex colloids of nature, and it is through 
the comparatively simple Study of their 
chemical reaction that the phenomena 
involving natures colloids bid fair to be 


| elucidated. The colloids, whose exist- 
/ ence was first suspected some fifty years 


ago, reveal therefore a condition that had 
before appeared impossible, namely tna, 


iron and other minerals may exist in 
liquids, in a state analogous to that of 
an ordinary solution, but with other dis- 
tinct and remarkablg properties; and 
also that they can thus constitute a part 
of almost every vegetable or animal ‘or- 
ganism. The further Study of these 
minute particles of matter reaches there- 
fore into nearly every form of life and 
matter, 

These colloids are infinitesimally small 
particles of substances that may be 
either mineral] or non-mineral, organic or 
inorganic, Standing in size somewhere 
below the highest magnifying power of 
the microscope. Being invisible they can 
be studied only by chemical actions and 
reactions, although their presence may 
usually be detected by the color which 
they impart to water or other fluids in 
Which they are held in solution. In ex- 
aminating a solution of gold cOlloid—zold, 
‘n other words, so infinitely subdtwided 
that each particle probably will be for- 
ever invisible—the amount of gold imay 
be roughly estimated by the depth of the 
red color which the volloidal substance 
has imparted to the water. Other col- 
loidal substances have other 
teristic colors and although, under ordi- 
nary conditions, the colloids would re- 
main thus held in solution practicaHy 
forever, there are certain chemical 
agents—salts which when dissolved are 
capable of conducting an electrie current 
—that not only cause them to settle in 
the form of insoluble masses, bvt ap- 
pear definitely to prove that each of 
these infinitely little bits of microbe, he- 
side which a microbe is a. giant ard 2 
drop of water a world, is charged with 
electricity. This electrica] cOnditioin is 
hela to explain the fact that the indi- 
Vidual particles would never voluntarily 
unite in visible masses and so settle to 
the bottom of a vessel containing them, 
for each particle repels its immediate 
neighbors in all directions and the whole 
mass is thus perpetually maintained in a 
stat> of suspension. Roughly speaking, 
the condition is similar to what aright 
happen if each lump of coal in @ coal 
bin separated itself by an inch or more 
from every Neighboring lump—as one 
body charged with positive or negaiive 
electricity repels another similarly charg- 
ed—and the whole bin thus became fi.led 
with individual bits of coal held in sus- 
pension between the floor and ceiling.

In the cise of the colloids, they May! 


be actually precipitated—and this is neld 
to be proof of their electrified condition 
--only by the addition of the salts known 
as electrolydées because of their yover 
to carry electricity. The presence of 
these salts immediately disturbs tue 
electrical conditions existing between the 
different particles, and by taking 111 the 
electricity to itself, permits them to cme 
together and form masses, visible to the 
naked eye and each made up, it is be- 
Neved, of millions and millions of par 
ticles. To return to the coai bin sugure 
the effect is the sume as if the electricity 
in the individual coals were all at once 
diverted and absorbed by the woodwoik 
of the bin itself and the coals left to fall 
to the bottom by force of gravity. It 
is one of the marvels of modern sci- 
ence that the invisible cannot Only be 
detected but measured, and it has been 
estimated, In several ways, that the 
average diameter of these invisible par- 
ticles is in some cases about a terch of 
the wave length of light. 

It has been said the possible practical 
value of «he investigation, which, on its 
American side, Dr. W. R. Whitney 18 
now conducting ifn the research labo- 
ratories of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and Drs. Loeb and Mor- 
ihews have been investigating. in Chi- 
eago, reaches into many forms of life. 
In the digestive processes, for exam- 
ple, it is apparently leading toward the 
solution of many chemical mysteries «hat 
vresented no tangible theories unti! it 
became possible to reckon upon the pres- 
ence and properties of ‘the ooloids. 
The presence of the small quantities of 
mineral material invariably found by the 
chemist as 2 constituent of a:l naturally 
eecurring vegetable er anfraal matter— 
whether in the woody fiber of the tree 
or the sinew of the man—is now il ac- 
eord with the expected. The growth of 
these materials takes place by depusi- 
tion from a sotution, as sap or serum, 
and in that process a certain small guan- 
{ity of the mineral matter is also deposit- 
ed. In the ordinary digestion of food 
certain chemical phenomena are Krown 
io take place, such as the. production of 
hydrochloric acid in the stomach, that 
have previousiy been unexplainable. 
Thess reactions could never be obtained 
by combining apparently similar com- 
pounds—the chemical elements supposed 
to represent the foods and those Sip- 
posed fully to represent the digestive 
products of the living organism—in the 
laboratory; but they are obtained when 
the colloidal substances are present, thus 
obviously suggesting that these little 
particles were the unknown factors in 
the equation. 


In the familiar phenomena produced by | 


applying an electric current to the nerves 
cf a frog’s leg it is again not impossible 
that the presence of these minute par- 
ticles of matter, each of them highly 
electrified, may furnish a solution of the 
phenomena and thus ‘ventually shed 
further light on the study of the nervous 
system. In the growth of plant life, as in 
the processes of human digestion to which 
it is somewhat analogous, the presence 
of colloidal substance in the material 
from which the plant derives ‘ts food 
offers the hope of a future explanation of 
a process that has hitherto lacked any 
complete scientific explanation. And in 
the industrial sciences, particularly dye- 
ing wherein the transfer of color is in 
some cases doubtless the transference of 
colored colloidal particles from a solu- 
tion to the fabric by the depositing action 
of salts, the further study of the col- 
Icids is likely to be of considerabl> prac- 
tical value. More than that, the presence 
of these colloid particles in substances 
that may be taken into the human system 
and so be added chemically to the vital 
forees of the human organism offers yet 
another field of almost spectacular inter- 
est. That such possibilities exist, how- 
ever, is the result of nearly half a cen- 
tury of research and experiment and the 
future development of any one of them 
depends probably upon years of further 
study of the colloidal substantes. In its 
broadest outline the investigation, as it 
now stands, is a proof of a wide-spread 
diffusion of colloids that adds an entirely 
new factor to the consideration of nearly 
every form of organic pheromena; and 
that adds also a further proof of the wide 
diffusion of that mysterious substance 
that we call electricity.

LANDS FAT JOB 


Former Atlanta Man Ap- 
pointed Assistant Counsel 
of New York. 


The appointfffent of James A. Gray, a 
former Atlantan, to the position of as- 
sistant corporation counsel for the bor- 
ough of Queens, in New York city, has 
aroused considerable local interest. 

It is not true, as stated in the dispatch 
from New York, that he was formerly in 
partnership with Hoke Smith, of this 
city. He was for a few months employed 
in Mr. Smith’s office as assistant, but 
was never a meMber of the firm. He 
onco represented the first ward jin the 
city counci] and Was regarded as a man 
of ability and nerve. 

Soon after his arrival in Atlanta from 
Calhoun Mr. Gray acquired a consider- 
able faw practice, but this was least when 
he entered actively into local politics 
and it is said that he became rather 
pressed for money before he left this 
citv. In 1888 he represented this dis- 
trict—the fifth—in the presidential col- 
lege as an elector 

His career in New York is reported to 
have been very successful and his ap- 
pointment as assistant corporation coun- 
sel in New York will materially pro- 
mote his political prospects in that city. 

George B. McClellan, the newly elected 
mayor, made the appointment, and it 
was understood in Atlanta that this 
would be done some days since.

Colonel Gray was born in Calhoun, Ga., 
in 1857. He formed a parnership with 
Hoke Smith, secretary of the interior 
under President Cleveland, in Atlanta, 
and was a democratic elector from Geor- 
gia in 1888. He came to New York in 
189! and formed a partnership with 
John R. Fellows, former district at- 
torney of New York, but has been lIo- 
cated at Flushing for the last five years.

A Few Suggestions for Cold Weather.
